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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 

Applicant's arguments in response filed on June 22, 2009 reviewed carefully but not found to be persuasive. Applicant argues that 
Kanabe does not show or suggest any particular distance range between the power and ground through holes and there is no need in 
Kanabe to provide a particular distance requirement between the power and ground through holes. 

This is not found to be persuasive. 

Kanabe, as applied in the rejection, discloses power / ground vias. Also, the structure of Kanabe is a circuit board with capacitor 
structure. The spacing between the power / ground via would be selected to have optimum performance, providing desired capacitance to 
the device. Therefore, it would have been obvious to a person of ordinary skill in the art at the time applicant's invention to adjust the 
spacing between the power / ground via holes to have desired perforce. Therefore, modified board of Kanabe meets the limitation. 

Further, it has been held that "wjhere the general conditions of a claim are 
disclosed in the prior art, it is not inventive to discover the optimum or workable ranges 
by routine experimentation." In re Aller, 220 F.2d 454, 456, 105 USPQ 233, 235 

(CCPA 1955). In the instant case, Kanabe discloses power / ground vias and further states the via holes formed at predetermined positions 
(column 19, line 7-10). Therefore, it would be obvious to select those predetermined positioned to have optimum performance. Therefore, 
Kanabe meets the limitation.. .
